OTTAWA, Aug. 29—Like the 
Allies, the Liberals had a victory 
today and the headlines of the 
New Brunswick election result 
gave them their most encourag- 
ing political news in months. The 
chief attack upon the McNair 
government which has just been 
returned in New Brunswick with 
a bigger majority than its Liberal 
predecessor, the Dysart govern- 
ment obtained in 1939, was that it 
was related in its political philo- 
sophy with the King government 
in Ottawa. 

Progressive-Conservative opposi- 
tion onslaughts upon Mr. McNair 
were based on almost the same 
campaign that was made against the 
Nixon government in Ontario in 
1943. Premier McNair was char- 
acterized in cartoons and in 
speeches as the “Charlie McCarthy” 
of the Ottawa government. On the 
other hand, the Conservative lead- 
er, Hugh Mackay, was attacked by

Fair Prices For 
Farm Products

122,000 Germans 
Killed, Captured

BRITISH HEADQUARTERS 
NEAR THE SEINE, Aug. 29—(AP) 
—Allied troops killed or captured 
122,000 Germans in the great Fal- 
aise entrapment, British 2nd Army 
headquarters disclosed today, and 
still more thousands of Germacs 
will be added to the toll from: the 
disorganized enemy rétreat across 
the Seine. 

The 122,000—including 30,000 
killed and $2,000 captured, a third 
of the latter wounded—represent- 
ed a bag of British, American, and 
1st Canadian Armies through suc- 
cessive entrapments in the Fal- 
aise area up to Aug: 25. 

The armies singe that time have 
swept on, pinning the shredded 
remnants of Field Marshal Von 
Kluge's 7th Army against the lower 
Seine, and taking a new heavy toll. 
The figure was announced after 
five days of counting prisoners. 

Even this huge bag has been 
swelled during the last three days 
and will grow again as troops com- 
plete mopping up the last three 
remaining pockets in Seine river 
loops south and st of Rouen.

LONDON Aug. 29.—Russian forces have broken into 
Hungarian-occupied Transylvania at two points and, to the 
south, have captured Buzau, only 40 miles from the great 
Romanian oil centre of Ploesti and 57 miles from Bucharest, 
German broadcasts conceded today. 


The German Transocean 
agency quoted a Nazi military 
commentator as reporting that 
Soviet troops and tanks had 
swept ‘across the Transylvania 
border after bursting through the 
Oituz and Ghimes passes, 27 
miles apart in the Carpathian 
mountains north of Focsani. 

The Russians already had an- 
nounced the capture of Brectu, 
nine miles across the border, in 
an advance through the Oituz pass, 
but latest Soviet reports had placed 
the Red army still 13 miles east of 
Ghimes pass, north of Brectu,

Political affiliations and precisely 
where the votes that elected Du- 
plessis would go in a federal elec- 
tion is one of Ottawa's most per- 
flexing conundrums, 

In Alberta, the Social Credit 
party is now definitely on the 
basis of its 10-year effort to extend 
to other provinces, regarded as 
purely made-in-Alberta, The Na- 
tional Union and Social Credit 
parties have a future in federal 
affairs only by coalition, and to a 
lesser extent, the same is becoming 
true of the C.C.F, and the Pro- 
gressive Conservatives.

TOOK OVER IN 1940 

For the chiefs of all forces, it was 
the first time they had headed their 
groups in a general election, Mr. 
McNair took over in 1940 from 
Premier A, A, Dysart, when Mr. 
Dysart became a county court 
judge. Mr. Mackay assumed the 
leadership of the opposition party 
from F, 8, Squires after the party's 
defeat in 1939. C.C.F, leader Mug- 
ridge was named to that post only 
after this election had been called. 

His party made its best show- 

ing in the northern riding of 

Madawaska, largely French- 
speaking. Here the CCF ran sec- 
ond to the two Liberals and 
ahead of the Progressive Con- 
servatives after heading the polls 
for a time. Hon. J. G. Boucher, 
chairman of the New Brunswick 

Electric Power Commission, artd 
J. H. Proulx topped the ballot 

here, with Daniel Laboissoniere 
and Harry E. Marmen, CCF, run- 
ning second. \ 

Elsewhere in the province, the 
CCF candidates were never better 
than third. Twenty-seven of their 
41 candidates appeared to have lost 
their deposits, on the basis of the 
returns available last night. 

Outside Madawaska , the CCF 
candidates fared best in Saint John 
City and county, Moncton City and 
Restigouche, all considerably in- 
dustrialized. ' 

Of the 17 ridings, the government 
carried Kent, Victoria, Moncton, 
Madawaska, Gloucester, Resti- 
gouche, Northumberland, Charlotte, 
Queens, Sunbury, Westmorland and 
Albert. ; 

The Progressive Conservatives 
were successful in Saint John City 
Saint John County, Carleton, and 
Kings. 


GAIN SEVEN SEATS 


The Liberals gained seven seats 
from the opposition party, while the 
Progressive Conservatives did noi 
gain any. 

Late last night, no definite fig- 
ures had been returned from Nor- 
thumberland, because of a power 
failure in the Newcastle area, but 
election officials there were able 
to get out word that the election 
of four Liberals had been conceded 
by substantial majorities.

IN POWER NINE YEARS 

Liberals have been in power: for 
the last nine years.

election, held on Nov. 20, 1939, 29 
Liberals and 19 Conservatives were 
returned, 

Chief feature of the campaign 
was the first attempt by the CCF 
te gain power in New Brunswick. 
Their only previous venture into 
the provincial political field was 
in the 1939. election, when the soli-

This time, the CCF placed candi- 
dates,in every constituency but 
Northumberland, with only two in 
the four-member riding of Glou- 
cester and three in the four-seat 
constituency of Charlotte. 
UNUSUAL ASPECT 

An unusual aspect of the cam- 
paign was that each of the leaders 
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headed a party for the first time in 
such a contest. 

All parties were in agreement in 
characterizing the election as one 
of the most important in New 
Brunswick's history, with electors 
choosing the men who will admin- 
ister provincial affairs in the post- 
war period. 

Standing on its record, the gov- 
ernment issued a 31-point mani- 
festo including policies for basic 
industry, promising public own- 
ership of electrical services 
“wherever in the public interest,” 
undertaking to akolish the muni- 
cipal road tax and proposing num- 
erous social measures. 

The Progressive Conservative 
platform, similar in some respects 
to Liberal proposals, also pledged 
repeal of the provincial tobacco tax, 
repeal of amendment of the civil 
service act and reopening of a New 
Brunswick office in London, Eng- 
land.

A National Service 


Senator T. D. Bouchard tells the Cana- 
dian Institute of Public Affairs something 
of the separatist movement in Quebec. He 
points out that there is a faction in that 
province bitterly opposed to democracy 
and the four freedoms. 

. Senator Bouchard, at great cost to him- 
self, is performing a real national service 
in dispassionately revealing the unhappy 
state of affairs existing in his native pro- 
vince. 

One need look no further than his own 
case to see, in the economic and personal 
pressure imposed on him, what a tremend- 
ous price one must pay in Quebec for free- 
dom of speecn, freedom of religion, free- 
dom from fear and freedom from want. 

‘These basic principles of democracy, of 
course, are eliminated from the mental 
make-up of the French-Canadian by that 
peculiar backward-looking system of edu- 
cation which stultifies every aspect of Que- 
bec life. 

How deeply that obsolete educational 
system has isolated Quebec from the mod- 
-ern world is seen in the defeat of the most 
enlightened and progressive premier Que- 
bec ever had on the dssue of compulsory 
education. The people of that province pre- 
ferred Maurice Duplessis, of the notorious 
“padlock law’, whose only plan for Que- 
bec is restoration of that infamous meas- 
ure which, in true fascist style, empowers 
the government to close, without process of 
law, any organization or institution that 
dares to criticize the party in power. 

This surely is repudiation of the four 
freedoms with a vengeance! 

Senator Bouchard loves Quebec and 
Quebec people. That is apparent in the re- 
gret and reluctance with which he makes 
his disclosures. Nevertheless, these things 
must be said. One cannot abolish a national 
evil by ignoring it.

Wanton Cruelty 


Someone dropped a lighted match into 
the fur of a bear in Borden Park zoo and 
burned the helpless animal severely. It is 
revealed, too, that such acts of cruelty are 
not uncommon. Spectators hand the mon- 
keys lighted cigarets and amuse them- 
selves in other childish ways at the ani- 
mals’ expense, 

It is difficult to understand the mental- 

ity that wantonly inflicts torture upon 
beasts that are confined for man's pleas- 
ure. 
It is a matter of debate whether zoos 
are not at all times somewhat barbaric in 
effect. However, it has been shown, to the 
Satisfaction of most people, that the ani- 
mals are usually content and well treated, 
probably happier than they would be in 
their natural habitats. 

Nevertheless, the fact remains that 
caged animals are entirely at the mercy of 
their captors. And the manner in which 
they are treated makes all the difference 
between whether a zoo is a useful institu- 
tion or an abomination. 

Undoubtedly Edmonton's 
source of¢pleasure and instruction for 
thousands of children. But if that pleasure 
and instruction must be purchased at the 
price of cruelty, it is no longer worth while 

The full penalties of the law should be 
imposed on the perpetrators of such de- 
spicable tricks. There is nothing smart 
about them. It is pure ignoranf savagery.

What Is Freedom? 


. The premier of Egypt indicates that 
after the war his government will seek an

It is sometimes difficult to understand 
what people mean by freedom. This is pre- 
eminently a case in point. 

The 1936 alliance recognized the inde- 
pendent sovereignty of Egypt. But under 
its terms the British are authorized to pro- 
tect their interests and communications in 
that country and to assist the Egyptians in 
defence of the Suez Canal. ;

No man is able to do entirely as he 
pleases, Freedom is not unlimited license. 
And there are social and economic con 
tions in every part of the British Empire 
that impose much more irksome restric- 
tions on human behavior than ere imposed 
by the presence of protective British troops 
in Egypt. 

Freedom is a condition in which one is 
able to approach as near as possible to a 
normal, healthy and happy life. British 
protection of those improvements in Egypt 
which have added to the health and happi- 
ness of Egyptian life is a potent factor in 
Egyptian freedom. To withdraw that pro- 
tection would be to reduce that freedom. 

It is unfortunate, not for the.Empire, 
but for Egypt, that the meaning of free- 
dom does not appear to be well defined in 
the government's mind.

He believes 
implicitly that the French nation required 
to be broken before it could regain its na- 
tional self-respect. 

There is just enough truth in this no- 
tion to make it more stupendously false. 
France did need to make an effort on her 
own behalf. She did require to suffer. She 
did require a purging. 

‘But the effort and suffering and purg- 
ing she needed were the kinds offered by 
the Maquis, not the bootlicking type of hu- 
miliation prescribed by Marshal Petain. 

France has won back her own soul. But 
she did it on the method of Charles de 
Gaulle, not on the nonsense poured forth 
by the Vichy gang. 

The truth is that Petain is afflicted by 
the kind of blindness that is much more 
terrible than any loss of physical sight. It 
is a blirdness that is unconscious of the 
preser* or future and can see only what 
has happened in the past. 

Petain is a mediaevalist. He under- 
stands penance in terms of sackcloth and 
ashes. He confuses healthy humility with 
grovelling. He feels that one’s soul is only 
secure when one’s body is in chains. 

He is one of the most tragic figures in 
history. For most traitors are tragic, not 
because they are false to their fellows, but 
because they are false to themselves. 


Greece’s Demands 


The Greek government has demanded 
that the Allies occupy Bulgaria and guar- 
antee that Bulgaria will be punished for 
her crimes against Greece. 

It is a reasonable demand and should 
have consideration. 

For the Bulgarians are not in the same 
position as the Romanians. The people of 
Romania have never been antagonistic to 
Allied countries. They were forced into the 
war by a little coterie of highly-placed 
plotters. ‘ 

The Bulgarians, on the other hand, have 
been the willing tools of Germany for gen- 
erations, They required no urging to align 
themselves with German aggressors in this 
war and the last. 

Certainly a stern technique is needed 
for dealing with them now.

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. Is There an Election in Sight? 


By B. T. RICHARDSON 


OTTAWA.—A statement regard- 
ing the prospects of a general elec- 
tion in Canada, in more explicit 
terms than at any previous time, 
came from Prime Minister King 
only a few minutes before parlia- 
ment concluded its recent session. 
In announcing postponement of the 
Domininion-Provincial conference, 
he said: 


“The date of the federal elec- 
tion is necessarily uncertain, but 
as I have repeatedly said, once 
the war is won it may come at 
any time. It will not, however, 
be “lelayed on any account be- 
yond the legal term of the 
present parliament.” 

The phrase “once the war is 
obviously does not neces- 
sarily mean that a formal armis- 
tice must be reached before steps 
would be taken to dissolve par- 
liament and set the date of an 
telection. The minimum interval 
between issue of the writs and 
day of voting is 57 days. How- 
ever, the progress of the war is 
evidently the main factor in de- 
terming the date of an @lection, 
for the parliament that was elected 
in March, 1940, will reach the ex- 
piration of its legal term in April, 
1945. 


There are convincing, but not 
necessarily conclusive, arguments 
against a mid-w tr election in 
Canada. The election would likely 
be either in November or early 
December at the latest, or else it 


:would be next March or April. On 
balance, the politicians do not 
favor the idea of an election in 
\the winter months from December 
to February. 

If the election comes this year, 
therefore, the decision to dissolve 
parliament and issue writs would 
likely come in the next two or 
three weeks. 
not been made by mid-September, 
the odds would favor postpone- 
ment of it to next January, with 
voting in March. 
| Under the circumstances, the 
|politicians cannot be blamed if 
ithey are concentrating on the po- 
litical outlook. Members who in- 
tend to run again left Ottawa to 
launch immediately plans to or- 
ganizé and campaign. Mr. King 
himself predicted the government 
would be returned. 

Since it may happen that Can- 
ada will have a general election 
campaign under way at the same 
time as the U.S. presidential cam- 
paign is in full swing, an interest- 
ing coincidence is found in the 
arguments advanced by supporters 
both of Mr. Roosevelt and Mr 
King. That it is unwise “to 
change horses while crossing the 
stream” already figures in the Lib- 
eral party campaign. 

But it was an opposition M.P., 
E. G. Hansel! (Social Credit, Mac- 
leod) who, doubting the Liberal 
governmen} will be returned, said 
he hoped Mr. King would be in 
“he Canadian delegation to the 
coming peace conference or con- 
ferences. He hoped, he said:

“No matter what government 
is in power, that by a gracious 
as well as a common sense act 
which will be pleasing to the 
people of Canada, the present 
prime minister will be at least 
one of the delegation which will 
represent this country.”

| The current fashion in Ottawa 
is to predict. a deadfock in 


which no party will have a clear 
{majority in the next parliament, 
Whether this prediction will be 
fulfilled, it resis upon two con- 
tentions which most observers 
accept. In the first place, the 
King government is widely une 
popular in many parts of Canada, 
Government supporters ascribe it 
to many factors, such es public 
animosity to wartime controls, but 
they cannot explain it away. The 
other factor is that no reasonably 
certain alternative exists in Can- 
ada to a government led by Mr. 
King. Upon the basis of political 
prospects, neither Mr. Bracken 
nor Mr. Coldwell can be conceded® 
any strong chance of leading a 
majority into the next parliament, 
which will consist of 245 members. 

These two factors may not, of 
course, bring a deadlock in pars 
liament, for the issues of a cam- 
paign on the heels of victory in 
Europe may crystallize opinion in 
Canada one way or the other and 
produce a definite majority. Until 
the votes are counted, one may be 
sure, the politicians will not com- 
mit themselves to any possible 
coalition arrangement.

| Rescues Russian 


Late in 1943, Lt. 
was awarded the Air Medal but 
military secrecy forbade telling | 


the story until now.

States entered the war. 
Six days before Lt. 
rescued P. Demianenko, four of 
Demianenko’s comrades in the Red 
Air Force were killed in the crash 
of two A-20's on the same Fair- 
banks-to-Nome ferry route. An air 
of tenseness was still noticeable 
among the Russian ferry pilots 
when word came of the new mis- 
hap.

The British people are very grate- 
ful to Canada for the steady stream 
of products sent overseas, and also 
for the tremendous war effort made 
by the Dominion. 

Shipments of chilled finished 
beef to Britain under the 100,000,000 
pound contract for 1944-45 now ex- 
ceed 60,000,000 pounds for this year, 
and it is anticipated that the 100, 

000,000 mark for 1944 will be sub- 

stantially exceeded. 

Col. Robertson expressed the 
opinion that there would be little 
market in Britain for purebred 
stock as the foundation stock in 
that country had been preserved. 

There will be a limited market in 
France and Belgium for Percheron 


|and Belgian bloodstock, and also a 


general market for light grade 
horses. 


Alberta Qualifies 
For Farm Subsidy 


The Province of Alberta will 
qualify for prairie farm assistance 
subsidies, according to officers of 
the Prairie Farm Assistance Board, 
here. 

To qualify for this a province 
must have a certain number of 
townships with an average yield an 
acre, less than a standard set by the 
government. Alberta has had this 
assistance for four years now, com- 
mencing in the fall of 1939 and with 
the exception of 1942. 

Although no official announce- 
ment has yet been made in this re- 
gard it is believed that this will 
amount to about the same as the 
1943 assistance.

Bacon exports from Canada to, 
Britain during 1944 will be in 
excess of 800,000,000 pounds in the 
opinion of J. $, McLean, Toronto, 
president of Canada Packers’ 

Ltd, who arrived in Edmonton 
Tuesday on a routine inspection 
of western plants. The Dominion 
undertook to supply a minimum 
500,000,000 pounds of bacon to 
Britain in the two years, 1944-45, 

Comparing pre-war production 
of bacon in Canada Mr. McLean 
said that the highest export figure 
prior to the war was 192,000,000 
pounds, This had grown to 344,000,- 
000 in 1940; to 460,000,000 in 1941; 
524,000,000 in 1942; 560,000,000 
1943 and will be in excess of 800, 
000,00 pounds this year.

The Blockade of Japan 


By Maj. A. P. de Seversky 


Nothing recently has been so refreshing and encourag: 

| ing to airmen as the statement of Admiral Nimitz that Japan 
may be knocked out of the war and forced to surrender with- 
out invasion. He held out the possibility that the Far Eastern 
enemy may be driven to surrender before the aasault invasion 


| Stage is reached. ’ 


| The press rightly played up his 
jassertion as a significant depar- 
jture from recent claims of naval 
| Strategists, For three years now 
jthey had insisted that the war in 
| the Pacific could not be ended 
until triphibious task forces, in- 
jcluding men with poms 
| bayonets, stormed ‘ 
the beaches of 
jthe Japanese 
home islands. 
| In effect Ad- 
miral Nimitz has 
conceded what 
airmen. like the 
late General Billy 
| Mitchell have ar- 
;gued long ago. 
He has thus pro- 
|vided the proof 
that under the pressure of events 
the logic of the air power age is 
being recognized, slowly but surely. 

The crux of the furious dispute 
between surface and air-minded 
military thinkers has been this very 
issue of whéther Japan, or any 
natian, can be defeated without 
actual ‘invasion. When Admiral 
Nimitz talks of the necessity of 
‘occupation of Japan, after its de- 
|feat and surrender and without 
the need for invasion, he makes 
a distinction upon which airmen 
have always put great stress. We 
have maintained that once a na- 
tion is knocked out of the war, 
whether we decide to occupy or 
not to occupy is a purely political 
decision. 
STICKS TO GUNS 

Of course, Admiral Nimitz sticks 
io his guns of naval tradition when 
he foresees that the knock-out will 
be scored by “sea blockade and air 
,and sea bombardment”, to quote 
the expression used in dispatches 
‘from Pearl Harbor. Whether he 
uses such a formula merely for 
the sake of consistency. or actually 
believes that the orthodox kind 
of sea blockade is still possible 
without complete command of the 
air, we have no way of knowing. 

Today there is no longer any 
such thing.as sea blockade. Ger- 
many tried to blockdde the British 
Isles with her submarines and 
nearly succeeded—as long as we 
depended on escort vessels and 
‘other surface means to fight the 
menace. But when the job was 
turned over to air power, the 
submarine threat was quickly 
| eliminated.

accomplished, Japan will lie 
hopelessly exposed to destruction 
by tri-dimensional blockade from 
the air. Bombardment ef a nar- 
row strip of coastline by naval 
units at that point would be in- 
consequential. 

Whether the admirals have 
grasped the. fact or not, effective 
blockade in this day and age can 
be applied only by air power. be- 
cause it not only severs exterior 
lines of communication but wrecks 
interior lines, at the same time that 
it destroys the enemy's means of 
waging war. 

If Japanese air power is so weak 
and insignificant that it can be 
ignored, then the condition returns 
to the pre-air power age and Ad- 


miral Nimitz’s picture of a sea 
blockade and sea bombardment 
may be realistic. Perhaps he 


knows or believes that Japan's air 
power is nil and therefore ventures 
to paint such a picture of naval 
action. But if, on the contrary, the 
enemy has accumulated sufficient 
air power to challenge our ape 
proach on the surface, then his as- 
sertions are little more than the 
echo of a by-gone age.

The word epilepsy comes from 
the Greek meaning .seizure, and ; 
the term usually refers to falling 
fits which may be called seizures 
or convulsions. Thére are three 
principal forms of the disease, The 
most severe type is Grand Mal 
and during the seizures the patient 
may fall to the floor, the muscles 
jerking wildly, with frothing. at 
the mouth and unconsciousness. 


ti The average length of time one 


of these seizures will continue is 


| ten’ minutes. 


The second type of epilepsy is 
Beh milder and is called Petit 
Mal, 
temporary loss of consciousness 
without convulsions. The patient 
may stare straight ahead of him 
for a few seconds, forget what he 
is doing, or drop whatever he has 
in his hands, 

The third type of epilepsy: is 
called Nocturnal epilepsy, and all 
of the seizures occur at night. A 
patient may have such attacks for 
years before he discovers from his 
bitten tongue and blood-stained 
pillow that he has them. Occasion- 
ally a patient is found who will 
have a mixture of several types of 
epilepsy. 

Most cases develop before the 
age of 15 in boys and 16 in girls. 
Comparatively few cases develop 
in later years, and if you have 
escaped epilepsy up to the age of 
30 you will probably never de- 
velop this disorder. There is one 
exception to this and that is the 
pe of epilepsy following injury 

the head. Experts are pointing 
pat that, as a result of the fre- 
quent automobile accidents which 
bring about severe had injuries, 
we may expect more of these cases 
coming on in later life. 

Generally the sufferer from 
epilepsy has no way of telling when 
he will have another seizure, al- 
though in most cases, they occur 
at fairly regular intervals. The fits 
may occur only a few times in 
many years, or they may return 
twice a month or oftener. Many 
men of genius, such as Napoleon 
and Caesar, are said to have been 
epileptics. 

Many people become greatly 
alarmed on observing one in epi- 
leptic convulsions, but it is well 
to realize that very little treatment 
may be given for a falling fit A 
the Grand Mal type. Simply

With the exception of those cases 
due to accident or disease of the | 
brain, mast cases are due to a defi- 
nite toxemia from intestinal putre- 
faction. The only important cause | 
of epilepsy I have ever found is! 
this poisoning from the intestines. 
For many years I have scen case 
after ease recover following the 
use of eliminative treatment given 
to the intestines. :

Meteoric Boom 
North Mining 
ls Emphasized 


Speaking on “Meteoric Boom 


in Northern Mining,” Leonard E. 
Drummond, secretary of the | 
Northern Alberta Chamber of 


Mines, at a meeting of the Kiwan- 
ls Club in the Macdonald hotel 
Monday noon said “The boom, 
which has developed during the 
last three moniiis in the North- 
west Territories in mining, is onc 
of the most spectacular which has 
occurred in Canada.” 


The speaker pofnied out that Ed- 


developments, as it has the facili- 
ties to supply and look after a huge 
territory and large population. 

Drawing a comparison between 
similar regions in Russia, Mr. 
Drummond said it was possible that 
farming and cattle-raising ultim- 
ately may be carried on in sub- 
Arctic regions but that it will take 
years.to develop and Edmonton 
always will be the headquarters for 
administration and control over the 
many companies proposing to enier 
the area. 

The speaker told club members 
that the field is estimated to be 
at least 2,000 square miles in ex- 
tent and so far only about 50 
square miles has been examined, 

In addition to gold there are 

many other minerals which occur 
in abundance in the area and he 
said, “As transportation improves 
and the costs are reduced many 
other minerals, which have been 
located but were not considered of 
economic value on account of the 
remoteness of the field, will come 
into prominence.” 


POST-WAR WORK 


He said that owing to the op- 
portunities for more rapid pros- 
pecting because the whole surface 
structure is exposed in this area, 
it is significant as a site of post- 
war rehabilitation work. 

The tremendous sources of water 
power, coupled with the presence 
of oil, and the trunk lines of water 
transportation gave unusual op- 
‘portunities, the speaker said. 

“it must therefore, be evident 
that hydro power and power gen- 
erated by oil will be easily obtain- 
able, permitting cheap power 
costs over the whole field com- 
paratively close to the mining 
developments”, he said, 

“I do not believe that there is a 
similar mining field in the world 
where we have fuel and mineral 
possibilities occurring in close par- 
allel proximity served by a natural 
line of transportation by water with 
the opportunity of ultimateiy con: 
structing a railroad through a ter- 
ritory without serious hazards and 
without a topography which would 
prsiudiog copetry cepestaiion.*
